Bodies of Men, Women and Boys March Through the 
Avenues Bearing Pictuxes of Rebel Leader and Ut- 
tering Cries. of “Viva Madero”—Squad of Police 
Halted and Compelled to Doff Caps and Cheer. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


EXICO CITY, May 24.—-President Diaz is seriously ill. Senora 
Diaz is authority for the statement that the President ts suffer- 
ing from ea high fever. His condition is not considered immedi- 
ately dangerous but is worse than it has geen for days. 


MEXICO CITY, May 24.—Enraged by the announcement that President 
Diaz and Vice-President Corral would not resign before tomorrow, spectators 
in the galleries of the Chamber of Deputies precipitated a riot that has result- 
ed in at least three deaths and many wounded by Volleys of police and troops. 

President Diaz has had fever for five days. 

Until 9 o'clock today the mob encountered practically no opposition and 


apparently little restriction was necessary. Shouting for Madero, they 
paraded the streets, but always in an orderly fashion except for the noise. 
Occasional instances of vandalism were condemned by the thousands sof 
marching men who joined in shouts of “Order,” “Order.” 

REFUSE TO HEED WARNINGS. 

At 8:30 it appeared that the crowd was dispersing. The ws‘! bed had 
been broken into smaller groups, but at that time some of thes. uc grown 
more demonstrative in the big plaza in front of the Palace and the police 
determined that the time had come for drastic measures. 

The shouting and gesticulating mass of humanity was warned to move 
on but a confidence born of better treatment early in the evening caused 
them to receive with derision the order of the police. Again they were told 
to disperse and again no attention was paid to the order. 

GUNS OPEN UP ON CROWDS. 
Quickly their shouts of ridicule were turned into cries of anguish for 
the guns of the police and soldiers were throwing into their midst a hail 
of bullets. ‘ The living stumbled in a mad rush over the bodies of the dead 
and wounded. The narrow streets leading from the Zocalo were jam ned with 
fleeing men and women. 
For a few minutes the guns of the government were sti)')\| .:t a re 
gathering on the street corners of the now thoroughly enrage. as well as 
frightened partisans of Madero resulted in another order to fire at will. 
IRON HAND SHOWS WEAKENING. 
Sharper ahd longer now came the shooting. The mob fied, but, contrary 
to all traditions of Mexico, the troops had not yet intimidated the rioters 
to a point where they were willing to submit. The force of the iron hand was 
weakening and despite thé death it had brought the ‘rioters refused to do 
more than scatter into miniature mobs, each shouting for Madero and yelling 
for the early downfall of the present government. 
DIAZ ON SICK BED WITH FEVER. 
In the midst of it all President Diaz lay on a sick bed. It was learned 
on authority this afternoon that despite recent optimistic official reports of his 
condition, the President had shown several degrees of fever for the last five 
days. 
He declines to see ali visitors, including members of the diplomatic 
corps, and takes nothing but liquid nourishment. Madame Diaz told a visitor 
the President's principal diet was warm milk. His condition is considered 
serious#by members of his family. 
FRIENOS THRONG TO THE PALACE. 
The Presidential palace was crowded with visitors, mostly personal 
friends, who had called to pay their respects, and to show their loyalty in 
the hours of decline of his power. There were not chairs enough in the 
palace for them, and they stood on the stairways, in the parlors and lined 
the corridors. 
Almost at the beginning of the demonstration, the American Ambassa- 
dor, Henry Lane Wilson, entered the palace to pay his respects to the 
President. He chatted fer some time with Madame Diaz, the latter express- 
ing her regrets that the President was too sick to receive visitors. 
. “VIVA MADERO! DEATH TO DIAZ!” 
The call lasted twenty minutes. When the Ambassador emerged he

In the early part of the outburst, probably seventy per cent. were boys 
and youths, with a sprinkling of women. Their numbers were increased later

The non-appearance of C. W. 
dagan, charged with swindling Il. 
(‘haffee, a wealthy eastern man, 
of $25,000 at Minneapolis by a gold- 
brick scheme, at his preliminary ex- 
amination, set for yesterday after- 
noon before Justice Summerfield, 
caused something of a sensation. 

1 Attorney Méserve, acting for Cad- 
dagan, and Deputy District Attorney 
Hammon, who is conducting the case 
for the State, had a conference with 
Justice Summerfield in the latter's 
chambers, after the time set for the 
hearing had passed, and it had be- 
come evident that Caddagan would 
not appear. Hammon demanded that 
bond be forfeited and a bench-war- 
rant issued, asserting that the defen- 
dant was acting in bad faith. 

Meserve declared that Caddagan 
had left the city temporarily, and 
asked that the hearing be postponed 
until tomorrow when he would ap- 
pear. He said Caddagan had noth- 
ing to fear from examination, as his 
alibi is complete. 

Hammon asked Meserve in court to 
guarantee personally that he would 
produce his client, but this the attor- 
ney declined to do. There was a de- 
bate, but upon Meserve's reassertion 
of his faith in Caddagan, Hammon 
consented to the continuance. 

The witnesses were 
definitely. Hammon has_ received 
word that H. F. Chaffee is on his 
way here, with other witnesses from 
the East, who will confirm the iden- 
tification of his son, E. W. Chaffee, 
who says Caddagan is the John Arm- 
strong who victimized his father. 

‘The hearing will be for the purpose 
of allowing these persons to see Cad- 
dagan, and if their identification is 
positive, Meserve is expected to get 
out a writ of habeas corpus, to in- 
sure a chance to prove the alibi, frus- 
trated so far by. repeated continu- 
ances of the case. 

Both Caddagan's people and the 
prosecuting officers were in confer- 
ence with the Governor during ,his 
recent visit to the city. He heard both 
sides of the case, with reference to 
issuing a rendition warrant whereby 
Caddagan can be taken back to Min- 


nea polis.

' HE BEATITUDES OF BRO. MILLS. 
Benjamin Fay Millis, formerly of Los An- 
geles, but now of Chicago, excels, in his prog- 
ress toward the ecstatic beatitudes, all other 
progressives from Jack Cade down to Pul- 
chritude Works. 

Mr. Mills is in favor of the initiative, the 
referendum, the recal!, the direct primary, 
election of Senators by the people, woman 
suffrage, public ownership of public utilities, 
the commission form of government, prison 
reform, organization of labor and the reor- 
ganization of the world. 

The boundaries of the United States are 
not large enough to contain Mr. Millis. His 
country Is the world, and the women-scourg- 
ing Cossacks and the missionary-eating Ton- 
so islanders are, equally with Tveitmoe and 
McCarthy, his brethren. 

Mr. Milis’s plan of reorganizing the world 
is as simple as it is original. He would abol- 
ish war by arbitration and abolish arbitra- 
tion by universal brotherhood. He does not 
state in what manner universal brotherhood, 
with its manifest inconveniences and imper- 
fections, is to be in turn abolished. Proba- 
bly it might be achieved by the development 
of individual innerhood, which would control 
individual outerhood, and then humanity, 
like the woodchuck who tried to crawl 
through a crooked fence, would come out at 
the same hole that it went in at. 

Mr. Mills is modest to the verge of unwar- 
ranted self-depreciation. He says that when 
he lived in Los Angeles it was a city of 
greed and graft. As soon as he had depart- 
ed it began to improve, and on his return 
he finds it only a little lower than the angels 
after whom is,named, 

Yet Mr. Mills says that there is room for 
still greater improvement. He would not 
limit the choice df public officials to the resi- 
dents of the municipality. If a worthy suc- 
cessor to Mayor Alexander cannol be found 
in Los Angeles, send to Chicago, send to 
Yuma, send to any center of sweetness and 
light for him. Hooray! 

Mr. Mills advances the progressive thought 
that a term of incarceration in the peniten- 
tiary should be accepted as evidence of good 
citizenship. He believes in taking the word 
government out of the dictionary, and he ex- 
presses the hope that the city will construct 
a great public auditorium that shall be 
opened with a ball. Why not three balls, 
with Lissnerski at the wicket? 


AUSE FOR CONGRATULATION. 

A dispatch to The Times of yesterday 
indicates the probable defeat in the Senate 
Committee on Finance of the Democratic 
Canadian reciprocity (so-called) bill, in 
spite of the favorable majerity it secured 
in the Democratic House of Representatives, 
with the aid of certain alleged Republicans, 
who are more interested in “progressive” 
(as it is styled) legislation than in truly 
patriotic legislation. On this prospect The 
Times congratujates the country and Cali- 
fornia in particular. Thegbariey of Sas- 
katchewan, for instance, will not, if reciproc- 
ity is defeated, interfere with the sale of 
the barley of California, a cereal in the pro- 
duction and export of which California leads 
the Union. In the same way mention may 
be made of Californian deciduous fruits, salt, 
etc. 

It is cause for congratulation that in the 
Republican Senate and its committees the 
American people have a balance wheel of 
sufficient strength and circuit to control and 
regulate political measures, no matter how 
or where they originate. That has been 
proven time and again in the exigencies of” 
American political history. In but few cases 
has that power been used to avert calami- 
ties as‘dire as are now being averted by 
its use in defeating this (so-called) reciproc- 
ity proposition. In this case the citadel of 
protection for American industries, Amer- 
ican labor, American capital and American 
progress was under assault from all sides 
and its outer works deserted by all but 
seventy-nine of its national defenders—Con- 
gressmen elected by Republicans on Repub- 
lican party platforms. To their credit, be 
it said, this seventy-nine of the “Old Guard” 
had the aid of ten patriotic Democrats—ten 
men who were commendably not willing to 
sacrifice American labor, capital and prog- 
ress to secure a petty, party, political ad- 
vantage—ten men who were not willing to 
help the free-trade parasite called “reciproc- 
ity” suck the life blood of the oak of Amer- 
ican protective-tariff prosperity. 

It is cause for congratulation that when, 
after losing the outer works, the citadel of 
protection was attacked in its most vital 
spot—the Senate Committee on Finance— 
such valiant defenders were found as Repub- 
lican Senators Root of New York, Smoot of 
Utah, Gallinger of New Hampshire, Clark 
of Wyomihg, Hepburn of Ohio and La Fol- 
Jette of Wisconsin, aided by those two pa- 
triotic Democratic giants of the South. Sen- 
ators Bailey of Texas and Simmons of North 
Carolina—the roll of honor of today. 

It is cause for congratulation that the 
twelve and a half millions of American agri- 
culturists will not have their own mar- 
kets flooded with free-of-duty Canadian farm 
products.

Of the immense 
crops now being raised there we know, and 
immensely greater crops can and would be 
raised if only a sufficient free-of-duty mar- 
ket were available—ours, for instance. Only 
yesterday the writer was told by a reliable 
Canadian authority that, if the Canadian 
(so-called) reciprocity bill passed, wheat 
from the great wheat fields of the Canadian 
Northwest was, with the help of the rail- 
roads, to be poured into the United States 
at 40 cents @ bushel. In that case what 
would happen to the American wheat grow- 
ers whose 1910 crops brought them nearly 
$800,000,000? And so on through the list 
of cereals which can (given a free market) 
be as easily and profitably raised in western 
and northwestern Canada as in the United 
States. Of such crops California raised in 
1909 (State Board of Trade report: )

TAFT’S MASTER STROKE 
FOR UNIVERSAL PEACE. 


Greatest Nations of the Earth Unite to Do 
Him Honor. 
BY WILLIAM H. KNIGHT. 

When former President Roosevelt sum- 
moned Judge William Howard Taft from 
thefbench seven years ago and sent him on 
misBions to Panama, to Cuba and to the 
Philippines to adjust troubled conditions in 
those dependencies, when he was given 
carte blanche to visit the various countries 
of Europe and come in contact with the per- 
sonnel of their governments, that plenipo- 
tentiary took note of two things. He per- 
ceived that every civilized country, In fact 
all the great powers, felt an urgent neces- 
sity to increase its milftary and naval arma- 
ments, notwithstanding they were already 
an intolerable burden upon the people. P 

On the other hand, he noted a growing 
aversion on the part of people who tink to 
having the ghastly machinery of war put 
in operation, to having seried ranks of men 
sent out to meet and slaughter other seried 
ranks of men who had done them no harm 
and had no personal cause of grievance, 
And all because officials of the respective 
nations fancied they had some cause of of- 
fense against each other. 

To a sane mind, trained to regard human- 
ity from the enlightened point of view of a 
citizen of the twentieth century, modern 
warfare seemed illogical as well as barbaric. 
The question arose in the mind of Gov. Taft 
of the Philippines, of Special Ambassador 
Taft of the Panama Zone, of Secretary of 
War Taft when negotiating with the agents 
of foreign countries, and finally with Presi- 
dent Taft, head of the most enlightened 
country on the globe, why net submit inter- 
national questions of state to a court of ar- 
bitration and have them peaceably adjusted, 
just the same as all differences, no matter 
of what Ae are adjusted hetween in- 


dividuals ™ Why do we send ministers and 
ambassad abroad; is it for idle amuse- 
ment or pompous display? Is our diplo 
matic machinery utterly useless when ques- 
tions of moment arise? 

President Taft's mind works along prac- 
tical lines. If a court of arbitration is the 
remedy for this inhuman and unbusinesslike 
method of adjusting international affairs 
some country must take the initiative in 
proposing and organizing it. Why not the 
United States of América’? She is now ac 
knowledged to be one of the great powers, 
is at peace with all the world, hag no en- 
tangling alliances, numbers among her citi- 
zens people from every land who would view 
with horror .he thoughts of war with their 
mother country. 

Why then should not America take the 
initiative in a movement looking to uni- 
versal peace? True, there is no precedent 
for such an intrusion on our part, but our 
country has in the past made its own prec- 
edents when crises arose, and when new 
conditions were to be met. Why not make 
a precedent now? Why not set up a new 
standard for nations in dealing with each 
other? 

Moral courage is as great a virtue as” 
physical courage, sometimes requiring great- 
er strength of will and mastery of condi- 
tions. Seated in a plain office chair, with- 
out any of the trappings or insignia of roy- 
alty. but vested with the authority of one 
hundred millions of enlightened and pro 
gressive people, occupying a vast territory 
segregated by two oceans from the power- 
ful kingdoms and empires of the Old World, 
Occident and Orient, our plain-citizen ruler 
issues an appeal—or was it a manifesto?— 
suggesting that the great English-speaking 
power, whose drum-beat is heard round the 
world, should in future settle all differences 
with the United States, of whatsoever na- 
ture, even though they involved delicate 
questions of honor, by a properly’ consti- 
tuted court of arbitration. 

How did Great Britain receive this gig- 
gestion, so novel and fundamental in its 
character, such a wide departure from the 
usages of hoary ages? John Bull is a hearty 
old fellow and, though he Seems encased in 
a garment of stolid self-importance, yet he 
not only listened with yrbane attention to 
the startling proposition, but he received it 
with cordiality and then with enthusiasm. 
His Minister of Foreign Affairs, Sir Edward 
Grey, went before Parliament and communl- 
cated this strange appeal to the astonished 
peers and commons. ee 

At first they seemed dazed and then they 
warmed up to the novel idea and said to 
each other, “Why is this not a good thing? 
Here we are burdening ourselves every year 
with a war debt that is annually growing 
larger and more unmanageable; why not try 
this American plan?” 

Next day the announcement of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey to Parliament was published 
throughout the land and wherever the Eng- 
lish language is spoken. At first it created 
a profound sensation which was quickly fol- 
lowed by hearty and universal approval. 
But one sentiment prevailed. Why hot do 
this simple thing, this sensible thing, arbi- 
trate our differences and avoid all future 
wars, relegate this relic of savagery to the 
barbaric past? And there was but one echo 
to the question—Why not? 


But great thoughts and good examples are 
contagious. Across the British Channel is a 
nation with a brilliant historic past. True, 
it still glories in the wonderful conquests 
of the great Napoleon who changed the 
map of Europe, but today both government 
and people are feeling the burden of con- 
stantly adding to naval and military arma- 
ments already formidable, and the glory of 
war and conquest is not the catchword it 
once was. The statesmen and the brilliant 
thinkers of France are no longer obsessed 
with the old conceptions of armed splendor. 
In science and letters she stands at the 
forefront. These rank higher in the new 
estimates of mankind than the meretricious 
trappings of military display. Why should 
she not join in this noble pact for releasing 
the burdened people from their thralidom? 
And so the diplomats of that bright and 
beautiful land beg to join America and 
Britain in a grand treaty of enduring peace. 

What a noble spectacle! Three of the 
foremost nations of the world agreeing to 
lay down their arms and be governed in al! 
future matters of international policy by the 
arbitrament of good will and an intellectual 
solution of all problems that may arise. How 
long before every other civilized nation on 
the globe will unite in this fraternal plan 
of arbitration? In fact, only those who en- 
ter the charmed circle will be accounted civ- 
ilized. What nation can stand against such 
an array of combined powers? 

And when the deeds and words of the 
strenuous and militant present shall have 
been consigned to the indelible past, what 
name will shine on the historic page with 
brighter luster than that of William Howard
